WASHINGTON. March 4.—Excitement, 


confusion, heavy strain and hard work 
have characterized this, the last legis- 
lative day of the fifty-fifth congress 
in the senate. 
At times the confusion 


was so great in this usually staid and 
decorous 
body 
as to render the 


transaction 
of 
busin?$s 
almost 


impossible. 
liusiness that ordinar- 


ily would have the 
undivided at- 


tention of every senator on the floor 
was transacted amid so much poise 
that it wa» next to impossible to follow 
the proceedings. 


Towards midnight order was being 


evolved from the seeming chaos of the 
early part of the day and evening and 
the prospect was fair that congress 
would adjourn at noon Saturday with 
it* absolutely nettlssary work com- 
pleted. 


When the senate convened at 11 


o'clock Friday morning it faced the 
task of considering two of the great ap- 
propriation bills, those for the army 
and for supplying- the general de- 
ficiencies. The former carries appro- 
priations exceeding ($0,000.000 and the 
latter about »20,000,000. With x. deter- 
mination to complete the appropria- 
tion bills the senate began immediate- 
ly at 11 o'clock in the morning1 to con- 
sider these measures, and at 8 o'clock 
Friday night the army bill was passed, 
the deficiency bill having been passed 
nearly three hours before. 


A conference report on the Alaska 


criminal code bill was presented Had 
agreed to. 


A partial report on the sundry civil 


appropriation bill was agreed to but 
the inability of the senate conferees to 
secure an agreement on the Hawaiian 
sable proposition created a heated dis- 
cussion, in the course of which Speaker 
Reed was alluded to in uncompliment- 
ary terms. 


The Toledo exptoUion bill carrying 


an appropriatioa ot i500,000 was passed 
without debate. 


Friday night when the river and

and during every lull in the considtra- 
lion of conference reports members 
clamored for recognition for belatec 
local bills in the vain hope of reselling 
them from death on the calendar.

Pound as the speaker would with his 
pavel, it was almost impossible to pre- 
serve order, and to the casual visitor 
in the gallery proceedings on the floor 
must have been about as intelligible 
as an exciting day in the wheat pit 
would be to a parish priest. The noise 
and confusion on the floor, punctuated 
with the constant banging of the 
•peakcr's gavel or backgrounded with 
the droning voice of the clerk, irate 
members facing each other and talking 
at the same time, pag--s scurrying up 
and down the aisles, all this was utter* 
ly distracting.

Those thrilling scenes of '92-3 are of

Within the last JVw mouths 1 have 


ptiH-trateii the basin of the Itio de la 
I'lata to a distance of more than 1.200 
miles. At Buenos Ay res 1 was almost

from there to Asuncion on the Parana 
and Paraguay rivers I traveled 1.115 
miles. On the first day out we steamed 
by the uioiiih of the Uruguay river In 
entering the Parana. Kigbt hundred 
miles fur i her north we came into the 
Paraguay river, upon which I trav- 
eled more than 300 miles. The Para- 
guay is .still navigable by small steam- 
ers for 1,400 miles north of this point 
and just opposite il is the mouth of 
the Pilcnmayo, which rises in the J'.o- 
liviini Andes, and 
in a tortuous course 
(lows through 1.700 
miles of unexplored 
wilds before it emp- 
ties into the Para- 
guay. 
The Parana 


itself is over 2,000 
milfs long. It rises 
in the mountains of 
Brazil and flows a 
distance of

than 1,200 miles be- 
fore it swallows up

from its mouth. 


Just after leaving 


Buenos Ay res we 
s t e a med through 
the delta of the Pa- 
rana.

In one of these rtangerons expedi- 


tions Wallace came near losing his life. 
He was crawling along a ledge of rock 
by the aide of a hluff not far from 
Austin. 
There wag barely room for 


him to walk along the ledge, which 
was far above the stream that was 
roaring and splashing below htm. 
He 


came to a projecting rock and peeped 
cautiously around. 
It so happened 


that a' big Comanche warrior, who had 
evidently 
been 
watching 
Wallace, 


peeped from the other side of the pro- 
jection at the same instant. The faces 
of the two enemies, bitter with hatred 
and kindled by two pairs of eyes burn- 
ing with rage, were not six inches 
apart. Both men drew their weapons 
for battle on that narrow ledge, with 
no witnesses but the eagles. Wallace 
was the quicker of the two, and just 
as the Indian's arrow nppparcd around 
the rock the gnn of l.ho Texan cracked 
in the warrior's face and his body 
rolled, bounding from ledge to ledge, 
into the torrent below, while tbe eagleb 
shrieked a requiem. 


In September, 1842, when the Mexi- 


can General Woll made a dash into 
Texas and surprised nnd captured San 
Antonio, \V«lliu-e was serving with the 
famous Jack Hayes. This company of 
gallant horsemen were first in the 
enemy's front and formed a rallying 
point for tho army that almost instant- 
ly assembled under General Matthew 
Caldwcll. Hayes was ordered to select 
a battle-ground aud ho met the ene- 
my at Salado. Here a pitched battle 
wa* fought between 300 Texans and 
1,500 
Mexicans, and the *nomy were 


driven

the field wltu great 


death. At the Hacienda Salado, they 
overpowered a company of cavalry, 
and taking the arms and horses from 
the trembling wretches they rode away 
In a gallop. Had they kept the great 
high road, they could 
easily 
have 


marched straight to Texas, but a few 
shouted. "To the mountains!" Camer- 
on and Wallace, realizing the mistake. 
but fearing the Texans might get sepa- 
rated, they left the road. There, were 
193 of them, enough to have whipped 
a whole Mexican army. 
It was not 


long before they were hopelessly lost 
and entangled in the mountain passes. 
Days passed and they saw no .sign 'of a 
road or a human habitation. The weak 
began to perish of hunger and thirst. 
Brave soldiers rode a1ong*TB"speechless 
agony, with their tongues 
hanging 


black and parched from their cracked 
lips. Some became insane and rushed 
wildly aboiu scratching into the earth 
for water. A few killed their horses,, 
and others sucked the blood from the 
veins of the poor staggering beasts. 
Many threw away their arms and bade, 
their comrades farewell.
